The danger was that there would be a 
turning of public opinion against the Administration's 
course following the issuance of the second note, with its 
apparently more moderate and peaceful language. But 
Mr. Bryan, by his resignation and by his statements, pre- 
pared the country so that there was no such emergency.”
